A DAY’S HORRORS. 


Fatal Collision on the Grand 
Trunk Railway of Canada. 


Twelve Persons Killed Out- 
right and Scores Seri- 
ously Injured. 


A Passenger Train Runs Into a Freight— 
The Unfortunate Passengers Crushed and 
Burned—An Oil Explosion Adds to the 
Horrors of the Disaster—Lists of the 
Dead and Injured—Three Men Fatally 
Burned by Molten Metal—The Fatal Fire- 
Dam p—Casualties. 


Sr. THOMAS, Ontario, July 16.—The latest re- 
liable accountregarding yesterday's railroad 
disaster places the number of killed at nine- 
teen and the injured at aboveforty. After 
the collision occurred the passengers 
commenced emerging from the car 
windows, every available means of egress 
being taken advantage of. A majority of 
passengers in che car next to the engine had 
been gotten out when the engine plunged tanto 
the truin. Engineer Conneily was found In the 
cab, with his hand on the lever still, as if en- 
deavoring to make the air-brakea work. To 
add additional horror to an already 
sufficiently appalling affair, the section 
of the freight train into which the 
engine of the passenger truin plunged, con- 
sisted of two cars containing tanks filled with 
crude oll, anda cur load of barrels of refined 
oil, and almost before the passengers heard 
the crash of the collision, it was followed by 
a treinendous explosion which could 
be heard for miles. A pyramid of red 
fire and black clouds towered up in the 
air, und in a moment sheets of fire reached 
out and enveloped cars, dwellings and ware- 
bouses in the vicinity. The burning oil was 
scattered around in ali directions, setting fire 
to Griffin's cal and salt warehouses; J. L. 
Campbell's dwelling and watch-house, and 
another structure in the vicinity, destroying 
all of these and causing a los- of about $50,000. 

THE INJURED. 

HERMAN PONSFORD of the Fire Deparment 
was literally encircled by a volume of fire, 
aod when the siwoke cleared away it was 
seen that from head to foot he was covered 
with fame. His injurt.s are ofa horrible nat- 
ure, and hé can not recover. 

CHIRP WALBOURNE was seriously burned 
about the head and face. 

JOHN MCKELLAR was burned badly on the face 
and hands.

A. Francis, United States Consul, was struck 
by a hose- reel and terribly injured.

The bodies that were among the first to be 
recognized were those of H. Donnelly, en- 
gineer of the excursion train; J. Smithers and 
wile and dauchterand A. Zeal and daughter. 

HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

As soon as the crash came the utmost con- 
fusion arose and shrieks of women and ehit- 
Gren were heartrending. In a moment the 
flames oke out. Mr. A. B. Remy and Mr. A. 
A. Drake at once rescued Mrs. King and Mrs. 


Wegg and their children through the 
windows, and others also clambered through 
windows. In an Interview Mrs. 
King ssid that before the accident 


she noticed that Mrs. Zeal and Mrs. Smithers 
were seated together in the second seut from 
the ferward end of the car, Mrs. Smithers 
and her 8-months-old baby in her arms on the 
eft-hand side, Mre. Fraine being seated oppo- 
site her. Mr. Zeal, with his 2-months-old 
babe, was seated on the opposite side, 
There were also three large men a 
seat or two bebind Mrs. Zeal and Mrs. 
Smithers. She did not notice who they were. 
Of the eight but one—Mrs. Zeal—is known to 
have escaped. 

Alex Wateon, the Grand Trunk Railroad 
brakeman, was blown up in the dir by the ex- 
ploslon and had his collar bone broken by the 
tall. W. Chudly was run over by a hose-reel 
and had a leg broken.

LonpDon, July 16.—The Government has 
postponed the committee stage of the land 
bill several days, and meanwhile they are 
seriously eonsidering their position. The 
Unionists are standing pretty frm. There 
already 130 amendments to the bill, one of 
which is Morley’s proposal that tenunts whose 
judicial rents date from the lst of January, 
1836, should be allowed a revision. I do 
not think the amendment will be carried, 
though the Unionists favor some proposal 
for the revision rents, but it will probably be 
supported by a large minority. The Govern- | 
ment will not secure a majority of more than 
thirty or forty against it. They heve, how- 
ever, to first settle their own internal difficul- 
ties before they can present any front to the 
Unionists and Giadstonians. Salisbury, who 
is believed to be standing to his guns, favors 
dropping the bill altogether rather than make 
concessions which reduce it practically to a 
leasehold enfranchisement bill. As for 
Churchill, he cannot jotn the Cabinet at pres- 
ent, though it may receive reconstruction, 
for the siwple reason that he has 

PRACTICALLY TAKEN A NEW DEPARTURE 
with regard tothe Irishmen, which ts totally 
at variance with the Parnellism and crime 
business. Lord Randotph Churchili made a 
deliberate open invitation to the Irish mem- 
bere to lend their services to the Government 
for the improvement of the land bill. This is 
an attitude hopelessly incompatible with the 
Tory declaration that the Irish members are 
compapions of assassins. The Government have 
identified themselves with the Times, and must 
take the consequence. Trevelyan has de- 
clared in favor of a large and safe measure of 
self-government for Ireland, such as can be 
satisfactorily arranged by consultation within 
the Liberal party and with the representatives 
of Ireland.

He informed an 
officer, just as he mounted the train, that his 
life would pay the penalty for his treachery to 
his countrymen if he remained, so he ett. 
Whether the ‘‘Huns’’ will curry out their 
Plans without their chief, or await 
a more favorable opportunity, could 
notatthis writing be found, but they are 
doubtiess tn a very excited and nervous mood, 
und the slightest provocation may lead 
them to do almost any unlawful act.

A SLIPPERY CUSTOMER, 


David Black, the Murderer of a Soldier, 
Arrested at Wichita, Kas.

Paul—Sergt. Weber Tells Why There Is 
So Little Fatality in St. Louis—The Day’s

„The devil’s in the weatner,’’ said Sergeant 
Weber this afternoon.

To speak of over-taxing a railroad in 
the State of Missouri is to be irresistibly 
humorous. Such a thing is not known, 
and the railroad men must laugh in their 
sleeves when they use the term. Itisa 
notorious fact that the railroads are 
shamefully under-taxed and frequently 
by the devices of shrewd lawyers and the 
laxness of State officials avoid the pay- 
ment of any taxes at all. Instances may 
beand have been cited in which year 
after year State and counties have been 
defrauded of even the miserable pittances 
assessed against certain roads.

“PENIAN MONEY.” 

Mn. GLADSTONE ’s reference to the money 
sent over from America to relieve suffer- 
ing in Ireland, threw the Tory papers into 
spasms of fury and paroxyms of frothy 
abuse. But his remarks were based on 
statistics prepared by Mr. GIFFEN and put 
forth by the British Board of Trade, show- 
ing from incomplete returns that immi- 
grants to this country had between 1845 
and 1885 sent back to friends in the United 
Kingdom remittances amounting to $155,- 
692,935, and that these remittances had, 
during the last six years, averaged 
$7,425,174 per annum. So long as this im- 
mense contribution went to relieve famine 
caused by English misrule in Ireland, and 
eventually found its way into the pockets of 
Trish landlords, England accepted it and 
continued to make it necessary, and there- 
by laid herself open tothe taunt with 
which Mr. GLADSTONE answered the howls 
about ‘*Ferian money and American 
money” contributed to help on the struggle 
for Irish relief. If English pride and pa- 
triotism is not ashamed of the immense 
amount required and accepted from this 
country to mitigate the poverty and dis- 
tress of Ireland, itis ridiculous to make a 
fuss about the few dollars contributed to 
help remove the cause, the blight of alien 
misrule.

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IMMEDIATELY after the passage of the 
coercion act Judge O’BRIEN changed the 
style of his addresses to Grand-juries at 
the Irish assizes. After asserting till then 
that a terrible wave of crime was sweep- 
ing over Ireland, he suddenly began to 
admit that Ireland was remarkably free 
from crime, but to ascribe the fact to the 
enforced surrender of the whole people 
to the dictation of the Land League. This 
prompt judicial interpretation of the po- 
litical intent of the crimes act, is a con- 
firmation of the worst things its opponents 
have said against it. Instead of being 
enacted for the suppression of crime it 
was framed for the suppression of the 
Land League, to make peaceful and Con- 
stitutional agitation and co-operation for 
the redress of grievances a crime; to put 
poor tenants more at the mercy of land- 
lords; to suppress as criminal all assocta- 
tions and movements for the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the Irish people. 
It is tn this sense, and for this purpose 
alone, that the partisan judges appointed 
by an alien ministry will now: proceed to 
enfore the coercion act.

Tur Southern Pacific is persecuting 
homesteaders with blackmailing - eject- 
ment suits, and relying on ita control 
over judges to extort money in cases 
where the rightsof the homesteaders are 
so well settled by Supreme Court decis- 
ions that Commissioner Sparks thinks a 
criminal action would lie against the rail- 
road officials.

In- 
deed, it has establisbed a limitation which in 
nome countries would take away all that was 
left of it. When the Barons wrested the Magna 
Charta from King John they did not concern 
themselves as to his personal enjoyments. 
Henry VIII. was allowed to marry, kill or di- 
vorce as many wives as he wanted to. CHarles 
II. was permitted to revel in licentiousness 
without restriction. George IV. made his con- 
temptible personal record without raising 4 
murmur politically. The French kings ran as 
many establishments at public expense as 
they chose. 

But Kalakaua has been compelled to prom- 
ise that the balls at his palace shall be discon- 
tinued, that his dancing girls shall depart 
and his panderers be turned out in the cold. 
This being the case, and his Government be- 
ing handed over to a body of representatives 
and a Ministry, it may well ba asked what re- 
mains of Hawaiian royalty. Compel the royal 
family of England to give up its levees and en- 
tertainments and its position would become a 
hollow mockery. Once require royalty to 
stop wasting other people’s money and live 
moral lives and the regol palaces would be 
deserted. What is there for Kalakaua to live 
fornow? Even exiled Ismail Pasha was per- 
mitted to take his luxuries, including his 
harem, with him. But Kalakauais no better 
off than Napoleon at St. Helena. 

Herein rests the deep significance of the 
Sandwich Island reform, which ought to make 
the scions of the effete monarchies tremble in 
their boots. The dancing giris or their equiv- 
alents, balis and general fun paid for by the 
taxpayers ended, and royaity’s occupation is 
gone indeed! It was reserved for an Island in 
the far Pacific to set this finishing machine in 
motion.

Whiie convinced 
that the permanent work of improvement 
om to be carried on to completion, be is un- 
willing tosubmit estimates to which he feels 
certain no attention will be given. Instead, he 
estimates for oniy $60,000 for the maintenance 
of the present dreduing machines to secure a 


low water channel for tne last year.

A Hub Photographer Arrested for Printing 
and Selling Indecent Photographs. 
By Telegranvh to the Post-Drseare'r. 

Boston, Mass., July 16.— Edward Gerbe, a 
well-known photographer of South Boston, 
appeared in court yesterday to answer to the 
charge of printing and selling indecent photo- 
graphs. The case against Gerbe is much the 
same as the one of Elmer Chickering, the 
fashionabie photographer, agaipst whom 
complaints are pending for taking the por- 
traits of several of Boston's best-known so- 


ciety belles in exceedingly decollete 
attire. In view of the fact that the 
present case is considerably involved 


in various directions, Gerbe was held in 
$600 bonds, and the case will be cont.nued to 
next Monday. The interest ng history of Pho- 
tographer Chickering and his fifty or more 


ee ng from the artstocratie families trom the 


tuck Bay, has been in a larze measure dupli- 
cated nthe case of Gerbe. The same craze 
that bewitched the young women of Common- 
Woulth avenue also led the less aristocratic 
maidens of the Peninsula portion of the Hub 
to seek Gerbe's studio in scareely more elab- 
orate costuines than that with which nature 
endowed them. Although Mr. Gerbe's patrons 
were of lower caste, their ambitions were 


none the less strong, and they emu- 
lated not only the attractive oses of 
many well-known pictures of the Paris 
Salon, but were also — 
as nymphs, goddesses and mermaids. The 


young women, all of whom were familiar wit!) 
the statuary of the art museum, attitudinized 
as Greek goddesses und the outline of Iimb, 
figure and feature of Photographer Gerbe's 
productions demonstrated that the Boston 
girl to-day does not fall far below the 
ETANDAKD OF THE GREEK IDEAL. 

Like their sisters on Commonwealth avenue, 
the young women of South Boston declare 
that they have done nothing wrong. To the 
truly artistic mind, the nude in nature cannot 
be repulsive or immodest. While they did 
not intend to have their oo roe widely 
circulated they see nothing objectionable in 
presenting to their intimate friends and ad- 
mirers accurate likenesses of themselves as 
nature made them. As their defense, they say 
that to the pure all things are pure, aud itis 
only the depraved imagination o! the police 
authorities that discovers anything wrong in 
their doings. After the arrest «f Gerbe, Thurs- 
day night, as ach was made of his studio. 
In his private office were found fiiteen 
different pictures of indiscreet young women, 
and on the roof exposed for yesterday's sun 
were a dozen negatives of like character. 
Few of the photogiaphs exhibited any attire 
at all, and such as were partially clad were so 
draped as to add artistic effect to the natural 
charms displayed. These — — souve - 
nirs of Boston culture were gathered in by the 
police and will be produced as evidence at the 
trial.

AFRO-AMERICAN LEAGUE, 


Fortune's Movement to Band the 
Colored Cit zens 1! ogether. 


NRW Tonk, July 16.—Editor T. Thomas 
Fortune of tue New York Freeman, talked toa 
reporter yesterday about the proposed Afro- 
American League, whose formation Editor 
Fortune is urging in his newspaper. I first 
proposed the idea ofa national leagueing to- 
gether of colored people,’’ said Mr. Fortune, 
‘‘atthe close of an editorial which I pub- 


lished fiVe weeks ago upon the lynch- 
ing of four colored wen at York, South 
Carolina. I asked if the colored people of 
the whole country couldn't band themselves 
together in some vay and do something to 
better the demoralized condition of our race 
in the South, as well as to secure some of tiie 
civil rights which are denied us in the North. 
The idea wes taken upand advocated by all 
the leading newspapers edited by colored men 
in the land, and received the indorsement of 
our leading coiored citizens. I had no idea 
of — such @& movement as grew up when 
Iwrote the editorial, andl was somewhat 
surprised at the eagerness with wuich the sug- 
gestion was acted upon. 

Our plans are not matured yet. What we 
are trying to do now is to get our people or- 
ganized I the general basis of belſet in a 
movement to secure our rights, We propose 
to form ward and county and State leauues 
first. Then we shall holda national conven- 
tion and settle the exa¢t purposes and policy 
of our order in a constitution and 
by-laws. In a general way, how- 
ever, I may say that tbe league 
will doubtless aim at the creation by agitation 
of a public opinion favorable to the riguts of 
the colored man, and at the collection and 
maintenance of a fund for the prose- 
oution of those who Wolate the laws 
which have been enacted in rbehalf. The 
League will mingle in polities, of course. It 
Will try toget the body of/oolored men to 
assume an independent ition in poiitios. 
Then, and not till then, w we be better off. 
Our proceed ngs will be segret, of course. We 
don'tfear that this formation of the race into 
a separate political organization can draw 
upon it any greater social ostracism 
than itsuffers now. The work of preiimivary 
organization is going ou splendidly. We have 
alurge Orwanization in Virginia, and I under- 
stand that the first steps toward State or aniz- 
ation in Connecticut were taken yesterday in 
liuartford by the coalition of negro societies 
there. Undou ly our negro societies will 
form the basis of the present league. You 
dan t begin to know bow ready our people are 
for thie movement. All our organization 
wants for its success is that it should onee get 
fairly started“

A FAIR BILL.” 


SO THE BRIDGE & TUNNEL COMPANY SAYS 
OF ITS EXTENSION MEASURE. 


Fifteen Thousand Dollars for a Five-Mile 
Franchise With Carte Blanche to *queeze 
the City’s Commerce by High Rates, Con- 
sidered a Fair Bill—A Remarka le 
Change of Base in the Couneil Chamber— 
How the Bill Was Rusned threugh at 
That special Session—A Deceptive Show- 
ing of Magnamity—City Hall Law-Mak- 
ing. . 


The promoters of the Bridge and Tunnel 
terminal bill state that they feel that au in- 
justice has been done that measure in the 
comments on its passage in the Council. Mr. 
J. B. Clemens, tbe civil engineer of the Mis- 
souri Pacific road, who is guiding the course 


of the bridge bill through the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, said: ‘‘We think the 
Bride and Tunnel terminal bill is 
a very fair bill, and I know it 


is one calculated to do the city a great deal of 
good. Negotiations are now pending to bring 
the Eastern roads right into this city. Weare 
to pay to the city , 000 for passing under the 
Grand avenue bridge, and $15,000 for each 
bridge that may be constructed in future. We 
are pot to vay for the Jefferson avenue bridge, 
because it will cost us $20,000 to reconstruct 
that structure so that we can use it. 
As far as the amendment ooncern- 
ing burning hard coal in the tunnel is 
concerned the Wabash engines which now use 
the tunnel could not be compelled to burn 
hard coal, and what would be the use of com- 
pelling us and not them? We are asjanxtous to 
avoid this as the traveiing public, because the 
smoke is injurious t iron structures, and we 
are anxious to avoid the damage done by the 
chemical action of smoke. As far 
as the amendment to mit the maximum 
charge on freight to lun cents per hundred 
is concerned, why, we would uot accept 
the bill with thatamendmentto it. His other 


amendment wus to limit the charge on passen- 
ger rates to 20 cents. Wearenow charging 25 
cents tor single passengers, and are seliing 
— tr.p tickets, xood for six months, tor S, 
or 10 cents per trip. Any one using the bridge 
atailcan avail themselves of the benefit of 
tnese rates. Among the conditions imposed 
onus is one limit.ng the charge for the trans- 
portation of passengers in the city to 
5 cents. Then the com- 
pany must make god dy purchase 
damages to property as adjudged by compe- 
tentappraisers. We claim that the benrfits 
the city wili derive trom this franchise is far 
ureater than anv monetary benefit that can be 
derived by putting provisions in the bull.“ 
How many miles does the company pro- 
pose to cover with its additional tracks?“ 
About five miles. 
And it proposes tocross streets at about 
every 300 feet of this distance“ 
es, about. 
And ait the company pr poses to pay for 
a iranch.ise of this magnitude on the accept- 
ance of the ordinance is $15,000 for passing 
under the Grand avegue bridge, which will 
cost the city $425,000 en completed?’’ 
es, we will pay 215,000 for every other 
bride that may be buiit.’’ . 
But not, however, towards the Jefferson 
avenue bridge?’’ 
No, because it will cost $20,000 to recon- 
struct that bridge. : 
If the amendment is put on fixing the maxi- 
mum rate at Ii cents per lw pounds the com-

No, sir, it wl not. The average last year 
was Iz cents per 100 pounds.

advanced in favor ot the bill. The facts are 
that the Company asks permission to run over 
five miles of the city intersecting streets 
already made and proposed at every 800 feet 
and in exchange proposes, to pay $16,000 
towards the construction of the Grand avenue 
bridge, whch atthe lowest estimate will cost 
$425,000. Mr. Blakely moved that the contribu- 
tion towards the Jefferson avenue bridge be 
stricken out en the representation that the 
company will be put to the expense of $20,000 
in reconstructing this bridge. This action is 
taken without consuitation with the Board of 
Public lmprovements or the Street Commias- 
sioner. No platsare submitted to the city 
officers who are in charge of tne city depart- 
ments and who know what the requirements 
of the ordinance willbe. The readiness of the 
councilmen to take the suggestions of the pro- 
moters of the bill un questioned, and without 
the advice of the municipal officers elected to 
guard the city’s interests. No provision to 
pay the city any yearly revenue is included in 
the bli. No provision is made to secure uny 
improvement, although the promoters assure 
the members of the Council] that the passage of 
the bill is the shortest way to secure a new 
Union Depot. 
The geniiemen who voted for the bill at the 


Special session of the Oouncil are com- 
pletely at aloss to explain their action 
in a manner satisfactory to any one 


acquainted with the details of the plan. The 
presentation of this bill to the Municipal 
Assembly afforded an opportunity to secure a 
regulation of freight rates atatime when the 
business of the Guuld bridge is threatened by 
the competition of the Merchants’. After this 
r has reoéelved the franchises asked 
for and between that time and the completion 
of the rival bridge, the business interests 
NEED NOT EXPECT MINIMUM RATES. 

As the bill rae the Council no Hinit what- 
ever ls placed on the char es for handling cars 
which cross the bridge. They magnanimously 
agres to charge nothing but bridge toll, but 
they can make the toy toll what they 
please. If coalmew pays lu cents, or $6 per 
car, und d tor switching into the coal- yard 
under this bill as doctored at the special ses- 
siou they cannot charge the for switoning 
but can raise the classification and rate to 2 
cents, or $8 per car, or to 2% cents and $9 per 


car. It was to remedy this that the 
amendment fixing the maximum was 
added, and it was Mr. Blakely’s

The Science of ‘‘Kicking.”’ 
From the Sporting Times. 
Detroit enthusiasts may well congratulate 


themselves. Doescher will dothe umpiring 
in to-day’s game. He arrived in the city last 


last night. The reason Chicagoans kicked on 
; Doescher is that Anson is determined to have 


the best of umpiring on the home grounds. 

If the umpire attempts to be impartial the big, 

fat Swede sets the crowd against him, and 

— the press sets up a how! all along the 
ne. 

Silly talk and blackguard comment like this 
in reference to the captain ef the Chicago team 
help to make enemies for him where his ability 
and value are not appreciated. As captain of 
a ball team it is part of Ansons 
business, and it is his duty to take 
advantage of every point where there 
is the least possibility of gaining any: 
thingfor his team. He is thoroughly posted 
on the rvles—better than most umpires and 
men who abuse bim for his ‘‘kicking.’’ An 
ex-umpire said of Anson that he never knew 
the big captain to enter an objection 
unless he was right. On a ques- 
tion of fact he may be wrong; but on the rules 
right every time. He is, as a matter ot fact, a 
sort of attorney for the hall club, and if he 
did not object to illegal rulings he would not 
be doing what he is paid asalary for doing. 
When the umpire makes a decision, the ¢or- 
rectness of which he questions itis his right 
and his duty to kick.“ Anson has the points 
of the game at his tongue’s end. If he can win 
a game on a technicality it is his business to do 
it. He is paid to play ball and do everything in 
his power 40 win games. The base ball public, 
if it wants to see Chicago win, should give it 
every encouragement. Its brilliant play 
should be recognized, and, when the big man 
who runs the club sees a chance to gain a 
point for his boys on a question of rules, he 
should be encouraged in it. Anson is called a 
kicker because he has the nerve to stick up 
for what he knows and believes to be right, 
and it is to his credit that he is not deterre 
by the howling of people who do not 
fancy him. He is not playing ball 
to give a tine exhibition of the 
national game, but to win a victory 
for his club at all legitimate hazards. And 
that is perfectly right. Anson does not kick 
because he likes to, nor does he kick without 
cause. The only objection he made to Doesch- 
er’s decisions were on occasions when 
Doescher was wrong and he wasright.

Every 
method of getting ih the money was in vogue, 
and theroom was crowded with eager specu- 
Iators. One day the cashier was astonished 
when the winning ticket of the combination 
was presented by aquiet, gentlemanlike little 
fellow of possibly 18 years of age. The ticket 
cost $1 and paid somewhere about $300, ’’

he asked the lucky boy, who answered: Oh, 
I have been reading about how they ran 
yesterday, the day before and last week, and 
thought they ought to win to-day.’’

The moment the report of the last race is read 
out into the street he goes, and that’s the last 
any of the gang see of him untilthe pool-rooms 
open in the morning. In the seclusion of his 
room he is studying every daily, weekly or 
periodical that can in — way further his 
business interest. Tom, Dick or Harry may 
possibly ay: track of such horses as run 
‘1, 2, 3. but he is said to ascertain what hap- 
pened to the favorite yesterday (which horse 
failed to get a place), and therefore knows 
to-morrow whether or not the good thing's 
failure was the result of accident. One 
day last year Mary Kennedy won in a field of 
fifteen starters at one of the Eastern tracks. 
Phil won some $5,000 or 36,000 on the race, 
getting as ang & Bete as twelve to one for 
some of his méney. This mare had never run 
one, twoor three in any kind of company. 
Where did he get his line? One day, in lookin 
over the report of a race, he saw that the firs 
three horses finished heads on, and that Mary 
Kennedy was fourth, beaten a neck for third 
place. So, when she started in a field of crabs 
with weight off, he thought her gocd enough 
to win. And he never would have got that 
$5,000 if his system of informing himself were 
not so perfect. There are possibly hundreds 
of tips from well-informed men sent to the 
pool-rooms every day. Phil pays for no mes- 
sages, but simply plays the horses by a per- 
formance.’’

AN EXCITING RACE. . 


Details of the Defeat of The Bard at Mon- 
mouth, Thursday. 


Below is printed a good description of the 
big race at Monmouth between Troubadour 
and The Barda short account of which was 
giveninthe PosT-DISPATCH yest eday: An- 
other immense throng, estimated at from ten 
totwelve thousand, journeyed through the 
sweltering heat, by rail and boat, to the fam- 
ous old Monmouth Park race-course to-day.

ablyno great race ever took place in 
which opinions as tothe merits of the horses 
were more evenly divided, and none in which 
more money was put uponthe spur of the 
occasion. The etting ring was literally 
packed by men eager and wild to get their 
money on. The majority seemed to be in 
favor of The Bard, but Wben a flood of money 
made him a favorite by a point, a counter 
current of bank notes would send Troubadour 
up a couple of points, and he would 
lead in the betting. When the signal came 
that the horses were at the post The Bard was 
a slight favorite. The Dwyers furnished a 
case in point as to the differences of op:nion 
among leading turfiters. Philip backed 
Troubadour freely to win, while Michael’s 
agente offered packages of $500 each to book 
makers to place on The Bard. The Haggins 
backed Capt. Brown's horse to the extent of 
about $5,000. David Johnson had all that he 
could attend to in taking bets of $1,000 to 3900 
on fhe Bard. 

The first ripple of appleuse came when Gar- 
rison appeared en Troubadour fora prelim- 
inary canter. The horse's fore legs were band- 
awed with red flanne!. Garrison rode bim very 
gingerly. Atthis time a fresh run began on 
Tne Bard. This movement was strengthened 
a few minutes later when Hayward rode The 
Rard out ot the paddock clean and shining, 


the year. When the colt passed the stand the 
applause doubled in volume that which rolled 
out to the older horse. 

Ten minutes later Troubadour appeared 
again.on his way to the post. This time his 
legs were clear. Garrison rested lightly on 
the horses shoulders,while Troubadour loped

Then 
the applause was heartier than before. 

Within two minutes Troubadour was along- 
side of The Bard at the quarter post near the 
beginning of the backstretch.

S. S. McKay, writing to an Eastern paper 
from Decatur, III., says: I wish to make a 
statementin regard tothe race that Harry 
Bethune claims to have won at Adrian, Mich.

The 
referee gave Gibson the race by five feet, bat 
we could not get the money. I afterwards 
compromised with the Bethune party by 
letting them take down $800 rather than go to 
law aboutit. loffered to match Bethune for 
$1,000, but he wauted to go to Canadatorun, 
so I agreed to Toronto. I took Gibson and went 
on there and made a race of 150 yards with 
them for $1,000. W. R. Bingham was stake- 
holder, aman who is now fturnishing enn 4 
for Bethune to run — races, and will furnis 
for any sprinter us long as he can be his own 
stakeholder. Bingham being a business man, 
I suppesed he would do to post money with. 
We agreed on George Fulljames, the pugilist, 
as referee, as he was the only man that had 
any acquaintance with in the place. Full- 
james being a square, upright man, informed 
me that Bingham was furnishing money to 
back Bethune, and that he was ee 
by Bingham who wanted him (Fulljames) 
to decide the race a dead heat in case 
Gibson should win. Under such circumstances 
I stood about as I did at Adrian, Mich., viz.:a 
chance to lose, and no eurthly show to win 
money even should I win the race. Therefore 
I declined to allow Gibson to run unless 
Bethune consented to transfer the money to 
other hands where I could have an equal show. 
loffered toletthe Toronto Mail or any good 
square sporting man hold the stakes, and 
then let the men go and run for it. Bethune 
and Bingham, however, would not listen to 
a race of that kind, and Bethune ran over the 
track and claimed the stakes. Bingham was 
furnishing the stake money toa 3 to 
be bet back into his oon hands. Now in re- 
gard to Bethune being able to defeat C. T. 


Gibson. Hemay possibly ‘land on him for 


fun’ at one hundred yards, but when he 
comes to the scratch torun a man like Gibson 
a square race for money, he can not run 
within three yards of Gibson’s race, and in 
that respect he resembles guite a number of 
America’s fast sprinters.

On the 
Fourth avenue side there will be a concert and 
lecture-room, supper-rooms, and dressing- 
rooms. The roof will be made into a summer 
and winter garden. The structure will be of 
brick or stone outside and iron inside, and 
will cost $1,000,000 It will be let on long 
leases, and F. T. Barnum will probably engage 
the amphitheatre for his performers for two 
months or so every yearfor the next decade.

| A NEW BATTALION 


PREPARING TO REORGANIZE THE OLD ST. 
LOUIS NATIONAL GUARD. 


An Old Charter Under Which an Independ- 
ent Military Organization May Be Main- 


Two Gatling Gun Sections to Be Formed 
Under Col. Geo. J. Chapmaa—The Center- 
town Soldiers to Receive Their Just Re 
ward Next Week. 


The militia of the City of 8t. Louis is ina 
fair way to be reorganized during the coming 
fall on a solid basis. Or, rather, not the mil- 
itia, but the military, for the members 
of the new organization, while bearing 
arms, will acknowledge no other allegiance 
to the State than that of citjzens. 
The infantry branch of the militia of the State 
of Missouri is dead as far as St. Louis is con- 
cerned. It is very well understood that no 
militia company could be organized in this 
city under the existing law or 80 long 
as the Legislature fails to put all 
the provisions of the law into effect. 
Besides, under the militia law it was 
found that the qualifications required of a suc- 
cessful applicant for membership in a militia 
company were not such as would shut out a 
very undesirable set of young men. These 
young men had obtained a strong 
hold on the militia at the time the 
First Regiment disbanded and it was 


partly to get them out of the service that the 
regiment was dissolved. At the time that it 
went out of existence certain gentlemen prom- 
inent in its government had in their minds a 
„lan for a reorganization independent of the 
State. That plan was outlined in the Post- 
DISPATCH several weeks ago. Itis to organize 
a battalion under the old charter granted in 
1852 to the 

ST. LOUIS NATIONAL GUARD. 

This charter authorized the organization of 
a civil society with a military branch. The 
charter was perpetual. It was amended sev- 
eral times, the last time being in 1883. At that 
time Maj. Joseph H. Leslie was President, 
Capt. W. G. Smyth, Vice-President; Capt. A. 

L. Shapleigh, Secretary, and Corp. H. M. 

Dix, Assistant Secretary. This amended char- 
ter was not approved bythe Governor as re- 

quired by law and 80 it was 
void, the amended charter of 1879, 

approved by Gov. Phelps, remaining 
inforce. Under this constitution and the by- 

laws accompanying it, the organization of the 
St. Louis National Guard, a civil society, was 
authorized. Provisions were made for the 
annual meeting and election of officers,for the 

election of members, for expulsions by court- 

martial, etc. The establishment of a military 

branch was also provided for, in the following 

words: 

„This Association shall also have a military 

organization which shall be constituted, * 

erned, and controlled in such manner and by 

such officers as are provided for by the militia 

laws of the State of Missouri, and they shall 

be elected as in said laws provided.’’ 

PRESENT STATUS OF THE ORGANIZATION, 
Under the rules of the organization any 
active member serving five years became a 
life active and honorary member. Under its 
rules also, the officers of the civil society re- 
mained in office until their successors were 
elected. There are about 200 gentlemen who, 
baving served the regular term of service, 
have been placed on the retired list. Among 
these gentlemen are Geo. J. Chapman, Geo. 
Carpenter, Jus. F. Coyic, Dan Catlin, H. J. 
Mchellops and many other well-known citi- 
zens. The president elected at the last elec- 
tion of the society was Maj. J. H. Leslie. 
These gentlemen constitute the St. Louis 
National Guard. They can at any time calla 
meeting and organize a military battalion 
which will hold no allegiance to the 
State and which will take up arms 
at the pleasure of its members. The 
militia law of 1879 expressly exempted from 
its provisions all military organizations then 
in existence. The only military organizations 
in the State at that time were the Craig Rifles 
of Kansas City and the St. Louis National 
Guard. Shortly after the passage of this law 
the members of the old St. Louis National 
Guard entered the State service and organized 
the First Regiment, N. G. M. 

THE NEW BATTALION 
will, itis expected, be organized in August at 
a meeting to be called by Dr. Les- 
lie. Capt. Batdorf, formerly Adjutant 
of the First Regiment, has been busy 
with the plan of organization for 
some time. It is proposed to have four com- 
panies of infantry and two gatling-gun 
sections. The old members of the National 
Guard will be interested in the enterprise as 
much as possible, andit is hoped that Col. 
Geo. J. Chapinan will consent to take com- 
mand. Col. Chapman has been a member of 
the National Guard since 1858. He wasin com- 
mand of the battalion for along time and was 
Colonel of the First Reginijent, N. G. Mu. The 
membership of the organization will 
be select; that is, the rowdy (le- 
ment will be ‘altogether excluded. The 
initiation fee, aceording to the old by-laws, 
is $5, andthe monthly dues I. The constitu- 
tion requires that an applicant for member- 
ship shall be over 18 years of age, a citizen, 
and a resident of the city. Five black balls 
reject an applicant, anda member may be ex- 
pelled by a two-thirds vote. The applicants 
for membership will have to undergo the scru- 
tiny of the Board of Directors. 

ARMS AND ACCOUTERMENTS. 
The National Guard formerly owned arms 
and accouterments. The present organiza- 
tion will make an effort to obtain them from 
the State or Federal authorities. The funds 
necessary tothe organization, Capt. Batdorf 
guys, are assured. The Trustees of the Arm- 
= Building have been spoken toand there 
will probably be no difliculty in obtaining 
quarters there. 


At Last. 


The soldiers who served at Centertown are 
at last to receive their reward. On Tuesday 
next J. C. Jamison, Adjutant General, will 
come down from Jefferson City with $2,500 to 
pay off the mea who served in that memorable 
campaign. It will be remembered that in 
March, 18835, Gov. Marmaduke, at the solicita- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, 
ordered the militia to proceed to Centertown 
under arms to be on hand in case of 
necessity to quell any riot provoked 
by employes of the railroad company, who 
were then on strike at Sedalia. The soldiers 
gathered together on very short notice, and 
255 of them under Lieut.-Col. Walbridge pro- 
ceeded to Centertown, where they remained 
in camp seven days. During this period the 
only slaughter was the diurnal slaughter of 
chickens belonging to the farmers in the 
vigjnity. The only outbreak was the occa- 
sional outbreak of the. soldier boys, who 
were inclined to curse the State Government 
for taking them from their business 
occupations for the sole use and benefit of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company. When the 
regiment returned to the city fat, healthy and 
dirty the officers made out 

THE PAY-ROLL, 

as provided by the militia law of the State, and 
sent it to Jefferson City. Under this law of- 
ficers of the State Militia when inservice are 
allowed the pay of officers of the regular army, 
and privates, when in the State service, are 
allowed 150 per centof the pay allowed pri- 
vates in the regular army. Under this 
law the Lieutenant Colonel had a claim for his 
seven days’ service of 68, Captains had claims 
of $8 each, First Lieutenants #20 and privates 
$4.55. When the pay-roll reached Jefferson 
City the Legislature was asked to appropriate 
enough money to pay it, but the request was 
„refused. The matter has been urged upon the 
Legislature several times until finally the last 
General Assembly accorded the Centertown 
solders atardy recognition. The Adjutant 
General will be at Col. Walbridge's office, 620 
Washington avenue, Tuesday and Wednesday 
to pay off the boys in blue.

Translations are veritable dead sea fruit ; but 
as few people in this country can read itus- 
sian novels in the original, the abomination is 
a necessity.

CHOICE CYCLING CHAT CAREFULLY COL- 


LECTED. 


An Important Contribution to Cycling Liter- 


ature--Records of Rides Famous and 
Otherwise— Karl Kron’s Long Delayed 
Book—Neilson’s Popularity—Echoes of 
the De Soto Race—To-Night’s Banquet— 
Notes. 


Cyclers are such fast fellows, take them the 


world over; they have such a habit of getting 
up and dusting for anything they want, from 
the sunbrown hue of health to the excitement 
of arace on the country road, that it is only 
n 


atural that they should say ‘‘chestnuts!’’ 
when any mention is made of Karl Kron’s 


10,009 miles on a bicycle. 


Karl was not a poet when he began the book, 

but he appreciated Tennyson's idea 
That out of the distance might ensue 
Desire of nearness doubly sweet. 

And so, farther back than memory can lead 
one without putting a halter around one’s 
neck, Kron wrapped himself up in the purple 
after announcing that his book 
would soon be out. Fora long time now it 
has seemed to the cycling fraternity that 
both the author and the book. were 
having an outing. But out it is at last, and, 
like a dinner made all the more acceptable 
from a long wait, its contents are eagerly de- 
voured by the cycler. Outwardly it has nothing 
wheelish about it except the announcement 
that it is bound in ‘‘calf.’’ Its cover is much 
better suited to such a book as 
„Scenes from Clerical Lifte.“ It is too 
funereal, solemn-looking, but probably that 
was begotten of the belief thatit was long 
mourned for. There is no suggestion exteri- 
orlly that it tells of the breeziest life extant. 
Lying on the shelf it doesn’t invite one’s at- 
tention ona hot day: Its stiff outline says 
nothing of 

THE GRACEFUL WHEEL 
that supplies its contents—its regularity bas 
none of the careless easiness of the rider, 
in short, the book outride is dressed 
figuratively in conventional attire, it has 
caught none of the neglige of the knicker- 
bocker and flannel shirt. 

On opening the volume the wheelman is not 
impressed that he was wrong in thinking 
something was out of tune,“ for there, as 
the frontispiece, the leading thought, is the 
picture of a dog, not a little soft-eyed lap 
pet that runs off into the brush at the 
sight of a wheel, but a big-jawed, filerce-look- 
ing bulldog that bas got the peda! motion 
down so fine that he can time the descending 
feet to a dot and nip outa piece of $3 hose at 
every revolution. They are not only in books, 
either, There used to be two out on the Man- 
chester road several years azo that lived lives 
of great fun until the cyclers 1 — against 
them. The cycling reader, owever, can 
forgive the author for introducing ‘‘Curl, 
since he died years before the bicycle bulled 
the court-plaster market. The dedication is 
eminently truthful. It says: ‘‘To the memory 
of my bull-dorg (the very best dog whose 
presence ever blessed this planet) these rec- 
ords of travels which would have broken his 
heart had he ever lived to read them, are lov- 
ingly igscribed.’’ No doubt he would have 
broken his heart, but not until he had risked 
breaking his head in trying to prevent them. 

Kron put out the book some years ago, 
Four Years at Yale, by a Graduate of 69, 
but it was nothing in size compared with this 
log book of manya ride.

A JOURNALISTIC EXCURSION OVER THE ST. 
L., A &T. R. B. 


Reception at Jonesboro—Banquet at Pine 
Fluff — Toasts and Responses — Grand 
Prairie—Sunken Lands of New Madrid— 


Sights Along the Road. 


The excursion party, composed of members 
of the St. Louis and Chicago press, which left 


this city on Monday evening last, on 
invitation from the management of 
the 886. Louis, Arkansas & Texas 


Railway to visit Pine Bluff, Grand Prairie and 
other points of interest on the Cotton Belt 
route, returned last evening well, 
pleased with the trip. The excursion- 
ists were accompanied by Mr. E. W. 
LaBeaume, assistant-general passenger agent; 
M. Adami, Cairo passenger agent, and J. 8. 
Kaslowski, land and immigrant agent, and 
M. B. Mann, master of transportation of the 
road, who did everything possible for 
them to do to make the trip pleasant for their 
guests. 

At Jonesboro, a thriving town in Arkansas 
the train was held by Mr. Mann while a dele- 
gation of citizens escorted the excursionists in 
carriages through the thrifty and pretty town. 
Jonesboro is an outgrowth of the railroad and 


gives promise of being a place of note in the 
near future. 
AT PINE BLUFF 

the excursionists were received by the Mayor, 
II. K. White, and a committee from the Board 
of Trade, placed in carriages and shown 
through and around the city, and in the 
evening honored with a bunguet§ at 
the ‘Trulock Hotel, on which occasion 
speeches were made and toasts responded to 
by R. 8.

O’Brien, 
Moore of the St. Louis Republican, 
Richard J. Murphy of the Chicago Herald and 
several others. It was, indeed, ‘‘a feast of 
reason and a flow of soul’’ such as was never 
before witnessed in Pine Rluff. The 
speakers were limited to ten minutes 
euch, and the addresses delivered by Mayor 
White, Mr. Williams, Mr. Moore and Mr. 
Murphy, were the happiest efforts of their 
lives and were received by their hearers with 
loud and heart-felt bursts of applause. 

From an insignificant town of a few hundred

Among the undergrowths are 
sumac, pawpaw, cane, dogwood, nazel, buck- 
eye, Whortleberry, tear-blanket, grape, mus- 
kadine, blackberry, dGewberry, raspberry, 


strawberry, etc. 

Ine Cf the grandest sights on the road is 
the sunken lands in New Madrid County. 
There are several hundred thousand acres of 
this land in one body, all of which is covered 
with pond lilies of a gigantic growth, and as 
the train passes through thie immense garden 
the eye of the traveler is. dazzied by the 
beauty of the scene.

Eulala Bioren, a Norwegian girl, diedin 
Camden late Saturday night. The story of 
her death is a hard, hard one. 

Four years ago her father, an over- 
worked, underpaid physician, sailed trom 
Norway to save his life, which was fast 
ebbing away. It was as he had hoped, 
the ocean voyage brought renewed 


health. And it brought more than 
‘that. On the vessel on which he 
sailed was a man who lived in one of the 
inland towns of New York State. He, 
too, had gone on the ocean in the hope 
that he might receive benefit, but he grew 
worse instead. So, instead of bei 
helped by an ocean voyage, it was Bioren’s 
careful doctoring and nursing that gave 
him comparetively good health ain, 
and when the vessel reached New York 
this man from gratitude offered to take 
Bioren to his homeand aid him to be- 
come established in practice as a physi- 
cian there. 
The Norwegian weighed the matter 
well. He was proud, and disliked to ac- 
cept favors when he could avoid doing so, 
and he preferred to go back to his family 
in their Norwegian home. But a belief 
that his malady would return and cost 
him his life if he were to place himself 
under the same circumstances decided the 
matter, and he went, first writing to his 
Wife and Eulala, his only daughter, then 
13 years of age, that he should soon have 
money enough to send for them to come 
to him in America. 
A little overa year later he did send, 


but they could not come. His wife’s 
mother had been taken sick, and there 
was no one else to care for her. It was 


not long, they thought, that she would 
live, but this was a mistake. It was only 
about three months ago that she died, and 
then the daughter was so worn with nurs- 
ing that she sank as soon as the burden 
was removed, and in less than two weeks 
had followed her mother into the grave. 

Eulala was broken-hearted, but she did 
all that was left for her to do. She took 
the money she had on hand, and added 
to it by selling, as far as possible, all their 
belongings, and then made her way to a 
seaport town, where she expected be 
able to take passage to New York. But 


no vessel there that would sail for New 
York, and no prospect that there soon 
would be. Eulala had only enough 
money to pay her passage here, and 80 
she could neither go elsewhere to take 
passage nor wait until there should bea 
New York-bound vessel. And she sailed 
in aship bound for Philadelphia, where 
she arrived some days ago, friendless and 
almost penniless. 

The first thing was to write to her 
father. Then she looked for something to 
do to support herself till her father came, 
and by means ofan intelligence office 
found work in the kitchen of a cheap eat- 
ing-house ip this city. She worked there 
a week, and went home at night- 
one week ago Saturday—with $8 and a 
raging fever. Until Monday her board- 
ing mistres kept her, and then she left, 
the house to make arrangements to have 
her transferred toa hospital. While she 


dressed herself and left the house. She 
probably was not yet out of sight when 
her father reached the door. The land- 
lady was just behind time. and five min- 
utes convinced both that Eulala had gone 


just as she had. |

uiries traced her to the Market street 
erry, when the father followed her on to 
Camden alone. There he, by a remarka- 
ble chance, overtook her as she sped along 
out Market street. She did not recognize 
him, and only answered in wild wander- 
ings when he told her who he was and 
tried to soothe her and take her with him. 
A kind-hearted passer-by assisted him 
to take her to a boarding-house, where 
reluctant consent was given to take her 
in. There, through the long, hot daysand 
night of last week Bioren doctor and 
nursed his beautiful, golden-haired 
daughter, 

„She must live,“ he would say as he 
bent over her. She is all I have left, and 
she is just what her mother was when we 
were married. And then he would urge 
her in his native tongue to recognize him. 
But the fever had to run its course, aud it 
seemed to burn its way throegh its victim 
with strange rapidity. Saturday after- 
noun it left her—left her weak, helpless 
and almost unconscious, but not quite. 
„She will live; she rests,” said her 
father. 

Mayor Pratt had forbidden the use of 
fire-crackers and other explosives, but 
Camden’s police beats are long and the 
patrolmen so few that their trips are neo- 
essarily like angels’ visits, few and far be- 
tween, and there were enough cracke 

in anticipation of the ‘‘glorious Fourth,’ 
set off near where Eulala lay to keep her 
on a rack of torture. When there was a 
respite from the bursting sounds it seemed 
as if the course of recovery could be seen. 
But they were only followed by worse tor- 
ture when the noises were resumed. 

It was nearly II o’clock when, after an 
interval of silence, a number of enor- 
mous crackers were set off in close succes- 
sion. At the first sound Eulalarosein her 
bed, and at each succeeding report writhed 
in mortal agony. 

Then she fell back, gasped onceor twice 
and was dead. 

“Here! That's against orders. 
do that again [’ll lock you up.” 

That is what a policeman said. There 
was silence after that, but it was too late. 

„What shall I do?’ said Bioren. ‘I 
shall go back to country. What have I to 
do with this land, that has murdered my 
Eulala with bideous barbarism ?’’ 

Before morning the man, who seemed 
to have half lost his own mind, had se- 
cured a carriage, and, in spite of the ex- 
postulations of the kind-hearted people 
with whom he had stayed, had taken bis 
daughter’s body away. 

Where? Nobody could say.
